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Going Up! 


UNIATA has opened its 80th 
J year with the largest enroll- 
ment since 1948. 


Fall term registration figures 
show 668 students enrolled—an 
increase of eight percent over last 
year’s total of 612. The current 
enrollment is the highest since 
1948’s total of 689. 

Of the present total, 222 are 
listed as new students at Juniata. 
Fourteen are transfers from other 
colleges and 198 are classified as 
freshmen. 

In spite of the use of a new 
residence hall for men, the college 
housing facilities are over-crowd- 
ed as a result of a marked in- 
crease in the number of resident 
students. Included in this year’s 
total are 559 resident men and 
women. 

Approximately 90 men have 
been located in nearby private 
homes, according to the dean’s 
office. 

A steady increase in the num- 
ber of veterans has helped to 
boost Juniata’s enrollment over a 
five-year period from 553 to 668. 
Five-year opening totals show: 
1951 — 553; 1952 — 596; 1953 — 
586; 1954—612; 1955—668. 

Men again outnumber women 
in the enrollment—402 to 266. 
There are 64 veterans enrolled. 


Utility Building 


ONSTRUCTION of a new 

maintenance building for the 
College is now under way in an 
area adjacent to the present heat- 
ing plant. 
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The two-floor concrete block 
structure is being erected across 
from College Field on Oneida 
Street at an estimated cost of 
$20,000. Plans call for comple- 
tion of the building this Fall, 
according to John T. Fike, college 
treasurer. 


The first floor includes a gen- 
eral shop, paint room, tool stor- 
age, supply storage, paint storage 
and office. A loading dock will be 
constructed at the south entrance 
for receiving all shipments of 
supplies and equipment. 


According to present plans, the 
second floor area, 80x40 feet, 
will be used for general storage.

If you recall last year there 
were few persons who thought 
that Hicks and Company had 
much chance of extending 1953’s 
undefeated record. Injuries and 
loss of 11 lettermen put a dimmer 
on the 1954 outlook. But it was 
Bob who maintained an optimistic 
view—a rare and commendable 
quality in the college coaching 
fraternity where professional pes- 
simism is accepted. 

The Indians came through for 
Hicks in his first year as a head 
football coach. They extended 
the winning streak to 15 in a row 
(longest in the state and third 
best in the nation) with a second 
straight undefeated and untied 
season and a new season scoring 
mark of 221.

Both 
are lettermen. 


The status of two other letter- 
men is questionable. Winterstein 
may not be ready to go and Bud 
Douds, senior end from McKees 
Rocks, suffered a knee injury in 
practice.

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Alumni Achievement 
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OLDEST LIVING COLLEGE ALUMNUS ........ Juniata’s William Beery °82 


Oldest Alumnus 


ATEST DISTINCTION in a 

long line of distinctions held 
by Prof. William Beery ’82 is that 
of being the oldest living college 
alumnus in the United States. 


Confirmation of this is the 
American Alumni Council which 
last year published an article list- 
ing Prof. Beery at that time as 
the “third oldest.’”’ Leading the 
old-timers then was Miss Ella 
Miller of Hollins College and the 
Rev. Harvey Chapman of Bow- 
doin. Both have died during the 
year at age 104. 
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Prof. Beery was 103 last April 
8 


Born in Hocking County, Ohio, 
in 1852, Prof. Beery came to Juni- 
ata shortly after its founding in 
1876. He attended classes in the 
Brethren Normal School (now 
Juniata College) and was a mem- 
ber of the faculty from 1878 to 
1908. 


William Beery was one of three 
Ohio “orphans” who went to the 
Forge during the winter of 1878 
because of the smallpox epidemic. 
His companions were Benjamin 
F. Bowser and Levi Stoner. 


In the fall of the same year, 


Professor J. M. Zuck assigned Mr. 
Beery the work in music which he 
undertook while pursuing his 
studies toward graduation. 

For 18 years, Prof. Beery had 
charge of the choir at the Indus- 
trial reformatory. He also was 
superintendent of the Huntingdon 


- Sunday School and active in coun- 


ty and state Sunday School work, 
conducting teacher-training class- 
es for scores of students. 

Another of Prof. Beery’s dis- 
tinctions in recent years has been 
the honor of singing over a na- 
tion-wide radio network from 
Chicago on his birthday each 
April. He appears as a soloist 
regularly at Juniata alumni din- 
ner meeting's in Chicago where he 
is the honorary president of the 
Alumni Association. 

Prof. Beery is a resident of El- 
gin, Ill., at 915 Larkin Ave. 

During his lifetime he has 
helped to compile hymnals and 
Sunday School songbooks for 
which he furnished many of his 
own compositions.

yee A YOUNG physics 
graduate student showed up 
at the Gun Factory of the U. S. 
Naval Ordnance Laboratory at 
Silver Spring, Md., and offered 
his services, the Navy hired him 
on the spot and readily agreed to 
his preference for work in de- 
gaussing. 

Donald Q. Brumbaugh ’89, now 
Chief of the new Systems Engi- 
neering Branch in Engineering’s 
Advanced Weapons Division at 
NOL, has a distinguished record 
of service with the organization. 
He was given two Meritorious 
Civilian Service Awards during 
the war. Afterwards, he worked 
with the NOL Mine Division in 
the design and development of in- 
fluence firing mechanisms. 


In succeeding assignments, Mr. 
Brumbaugh was stationed in Ko- 
rea and then in London as NOL 
Technical Representative in the 
‘United Kingdom where, in many 


cases, he represented the U. S. 


Navy to the British people. In’ 


addition to being a well-rounded 
technical man, he found it neces- 
sary to be a practitioner of good 
international relations, and Mr. 
Brumbaugh was a success. 


In his present position, Mr. 
Brumbaugh is concerned with in- 
troducing systems engineering 
principles into mine development 
work, designing a complete weap- 
on system where the individual 
components fit together and work 
together to produce a weapon 
having maximum effectiveness. 


A native of Altoona, Mr. Brum- 
baugh and his wife, the former 
Mary R. Blattenberger of Bed- 
ford, live in Hyattsville, Md. at 
4108 Roanoke Rd.

Shrimp 
A L‘Italienne 


Recipe for 4 

21 Ibs. raw shrimp 2 teaspoons Oregano 
12 cup olive oil 2 teaspoons salt 
4 cloves garlic 8 sprigs parsley 
Fat for deep frying 

Peel shrimp without cooking; pat 
dry on paper towel. Cook oil, chopped 
garlic (or put in through garlic 
press), oregano and salt slowly for 


_8 minutes. Heat fat to 375 F. (or 


until cube of bread browns in 1 min- 
uté). Fry shrimp in hot fat for 2 
minutes until shrimp pink. Start 
oven at 300 F. Transfer shrimp to 
baking dish. Pour seasoned oil sauce 
over shrimp.
